“If this happens. we will be faced 
with crisis management. After all. 
we cannot turn a child away. By law 
we must put them into a classroom 
situation. 

“This could) mean half day 
sessions; it could mean unnecessary 
busing.” 

The present PUSD Board of 
Trustees and staff are recommend- 
ing the $20 million in bonds to 
provide for an estimated need of four 
elementary schools. one junior high 
school and the first phase of a senior 
high. 

The way the bonds work, Mrs. 
Pappas explains, the district must 
be bonded to 10 per cent of its 
assessed valuation. 


“We go out and sell a bond to that 
figure and if the school costs more 
than that, then the state picks up the 
difference.” 

From the last bond issue that 
voters in PUSD approved. state 
funding provided the difference 
between the $16 million spent from 
local taxes to the $21 million the 
schools cost...a savings of $8 million 
here. 

Bond money cannot be spent in a 
haphazard tashion. **‘When we say 
the youngsters are here.’’ Mrs. 
Pappas explains, ‘‘the state doesn't 
just take our word for it. The number 
of house slabs is counted. Then

Planners Okay CUP 
For Adventist Church 


The Yorba Linda Planning 
Commission approved a Conditional 
Use Permit for a new Seventh Day 
Adventist Church to be constructed 
on the north side of Bastanchury 
Road -- approximately 800 feet east 
of Prospect Avenue. 

The proposed chureh building 
would be built on 2.73 acres of 
vacant land zoned residential estate.
